That’s why — in hot weather — it’s doubly 


important to gather eggs several times a 


day. If you’re going to keep them fresh, 


they have to be cooled just as fast as 


possible. 


It’s a shame to go to the trouble of producing good 


eggs—and then not to take care of them between 


the time they are laid and sold.
